Before sailing from Palos on his 
first voyage to America he exacted 
what lie believed to bo a promise from 
the king and queen that

profits might accrue as a result o f the 
adventure should bo employed for the 
crusade. 
In iii* journal, under the 
date of December lid. 14Vbi, w e roil ti the 
hope that hi* men find "tuns” of gold 
sud spices ’i n such quantity Hint lic­ 
tor#* three year* the sovereign# will 
undertake to prepare ie go ami con­ 
quer the holy sepulcher,” "that all the 
profits of this, my undertaking, should 
be spent iii the conquest of Jerusa­ 
lem.'*

against Granada, during the siege of 
Baza, at which Columbus was present.

nada was not terminated. 
The indignation of Columbus wa* so 
Intense at this menace that lie formed 
resolutions that were never forgotten, 
That he should aspire to lite recovery 
of the holy place was not unusual, for 
every Christian prince and man of 
power nourished this one great dream

fin his return from the first voyage
